CHAPTER 1 
DATES FOR SUBMISSION OF LEGISLATIVE REDISTRICTING 

AND REPRECINCTING PLANS 

H. F. 876 

AN ACT establishing the dates for the submission and application of certain 

acts incident to the process of legislative redistricting and 

reprecincting. 

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

section 1. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 42.3, sUbsections 2 

through 4, the legislative service bureau shall deliver a second 

congressional and legislative redistricting plan to the chief clerk of the 

house of representatives and the secretary of the senate not later than June 

10, 1981. If a third plan is required under that section, the legislative 

service bureau shall deliver the third plan not later than July 28, 1981. 

Sec. 2. Notwithstanding the provisions of chapter 49, a city or county is 

not required to implement any changes in precinct boundaries resulting from 

the enactment of a legislative redistricting plan by the Sixty-ninth General 

Assembly in an election held during the year 1981. 

Sec. 3. This Act is repealed January 1, 1982. 

Sec. 4. This Act, being deemed of immediate importance, takes effect from 

and after its publication in the Ames Daily Tribune, a newspaper published in 

Ames, Iowa, and in The Record, a newspaper published in Cedar Falls, Iowa.
